WASHINGTON (AP) — The House 
Assassinations Committee said today it is 
investigating the possibility that the 
^mysterious Raoul implicated by James 
t* Earl . R ay an alleged conspiracy to kill 
^Martin Luther King Jr. “might actually 
2 b ? one of Ra y’ s brothers” or a composite 
of them. 

^ Jerry Ray, a brother of the man who 
^pleaded guilty in King’s murder, was 
'^warned about that development as he 
took the witness stand to testify before 
the committee. 

“We have received information of an 
incriminating nature that you may have 
been involved as a co-conspirator or 
otherwise in the assassination of Martin 
Luther King,” committee counsel Mark 
Speiser told Jerry Ray. 

The Raoul theory involving the Ray 
brothers was advanced by the commit- 
tee’s chief counsel, G. Robert Blakey, be- 
\ fore Jerry Ray testified. The other broth- 
er, John, is to testify tomorrow. 

“It seems to be true that at each point 


where James’ movements or his funding 
during the fugitive period are explained 
by James by reference to Raoul, one of 
the brothers is m fact on the scene or in 
contact with James,” Blakey said. “Is 
this more than mere coincidence?” 

Earlier, the committee said it could 
not prove whether Ray killed King in an- 
ticipation of receiving a St Louis law- 
yer s alleged $50,000 bounty. 

St. Louis Criminal Courts Judge Mur- 
ray Randall testified he thinks the entire* 
story of the $50,000 assassination offer is’ 
a fake. Randall said he believes Russell 
George Byers, a client of Randall’s before 
he became a judge, fabricated the story.
